PABIS, Aug. 23—The latest accounts 'of 


ffie .elections, minutely verified, show 
thSt 547 elections wore hold; 483 deputies 
were elected, and 64 second ballots were 
necessary. The 483 members comprise 
37 Monarchists, '42 Bouapartists, and 404 
Bepublicaus. Of the latter, 34 belong, to 
the Loft Center, 157 to the Left, 187 to 
Kep.ublicau Union, and 25 to the extreme 
Left. Republican sain, C8, and loss 101; 
Moaarchists gain, 11, and loss 18: Bona- 
partist gain, 3, nnd loss 40. The Kepub- 
lica£ gain includes 18 seats, formerly be- 
longing to Monarchists, 28 to tho Bona-

Upper Kooms as Ovens. 


In tho construction of perhaps nine 


out of ton of frame houses, and often- 
times of brick> n6! adequate provision, 
if any, is made for ventilating the 
space between tho 
• upper ceiling and 
the roof. How frequently at nigTit the 
remark is mado: "Tho lower rooms 
are getting quito comfortable, but tlw 
upper rooms are liko an oven." "The 
roof gets so heated up during the 
day." 
Seldom ig the real cause of the 


oppressive heat that prevails till lato 
in tho night, or till well on toward 
morning, either understood or thought 
of. It is true the roof gets hot during 
tho day, but it usually consists of but a 
layer of strips and shingles, and wonld 
soon cool if it had a chance. Tho 
trouble is there is' a body of confined 
air under the roof that gots vayy hot, 
and . as them is. no outlet for its cscapo 
and replacement it must remain hot 
until cooled by tho slow process of ra- 
diation through the, surrounding walls. 
_Now, the rootbeinap' usually of wood 
is not so good a conductor as the plas- 
tered walls of -the ceiling, hence tho 
boat must pass out principally from bo- 
low through the rooms of tho house. 
That accounts for tho fact that when 
ono goes to on upper room in the even 
ing there comes such a sense of stifling, 
and tho sweat starts from tho forehead. 
It is an oven you' are in; all that la lack- 
ing to make it complete is the hot air 
chamber below as well as above; • The 
builder who'; constructs a house with 
such nicely adjusted conditions for the 
radiation of stored-up heat, might most 
properly bo called Macbeth, for ho has 
certainly " murdered sloop." When, 
tho writer was a boy it was his good 
fortune to sleep in the chamber of n 
house unfinished above. There was 
nothing but the roof over him and tho 
room became cool not long after tiio 
cooling of tho outsido air. It was a 
good place to sleep winter or summer. 


Onlv those who have slept just under 


tho shingles can realize what it is to 
"listen to tho patter of the rain upon 
the roof."
